Youth’s Stand Against War 


Glancing here and there over the feature articles in such 
sensational supplements that make their appearance in Sun- 
day editions throughout the United States, we recently ran 
across a series of startling headlines—‘“U. S.-Japan War Call- 
ed Inevitable” —‘“‘Punish America for Unjust Acts’, urges Gen- 
eral Sato in Book: Reading further, we find “Nation Held Bar 
to Nippon Conquest in China” and “Japs Say Coming Gener- 
ation Need Not Fear American Power.” 

It would seem that a certain class of newspapermen are 
always busy bringing things to light just at the most unpsy- 
chological moment. Perhaps it is so; perhaps war is inevitable, 
but the press still holds the power of swinging public opinion. 
When the above mentioned article by Lieut. General Kiokatsu 

‘Sato was published in the American Weekly, more obviously 
to play upon the fears and imagination of adventure-loving 
youth than to present the truth, undoubtedly the anti-war ma- 
chinery built up by the League of Nations and other great 
peace-making organizations slipped back several cogs. 

Few in the position o fthe editor of the American Weekly 
realize that youth of the world, and United States in particu- 
lar, is taking a positive stand against war. From every where 
comes a battle cry—not of national patriotism—not of pro- 
mised glory to the tune of a blaring brass band—but a battle 
cry of true freedom—industrial and social liberty : 

“We won’t fight!” 

And what can be done about it? Can it be possible that 
this is the first step towards real “civilization?” Youth stands 
together, united and neither the distant rumble of conflict nor 
the close-by arguments of profiteering leeches who live on the 
fruits of war can shake them from their ideals. 

“We won’t fight!” And what are you going to do about it? 


Traditions Of The Dons - 


Every college has its traditions. Santa Ana has a few which 
it has cherished for many years. Help observe them: They are 
as follows: 

1. It shall be the purpose of the old students to show to 
those entering what the ideals of character cherished by the in- 
stitution are. Honor is the foundation stone; without honor 
there can be no character of worth; fellowship, a recognition 
that the Associated Students are composed of one family in 
which the welfare of each is the concern of all; courtesy, for 
without courtesy there may be learning but there can be no cul- 
tivation, no gracious living; responsibility, a sense of obliga- 
tion falling on the fortunate few to whom opportunity has been 
given friends, to one’s self and one’s highest loyalty to coun- 
try, to school, to friends, to one’s self, and one’s highest ideals. 
Honor, fellowship, courtesy, responsibility, loyalty: these shall 
be the strains woven into the fabric of Santa Ana college’s ideal 
of character. 

-2. All students shall stand when the Alma Mater is be- 
ing sung. If outside, men remove their hats. 

8. No high school Sweater, monogram, 
be worn by college students on the campus. 

4. After the election of Associated Student officers for 
the coming semester a day shall be set aside and known as 
King’s Day. The retiring student president shall be declared 
King and he shall have power to call assemblies at any time, to 
issue orders to both students and faculty, and to declare period 
“ditches”. The orders of the King on this day positively must 
be obeyed. 

5. At the close of each college year the Associated Stu- 
dents shall have a banquet which shall be in charge of the soc-

Sheila Kaye-Smith is an authoress 
upon whom one can rely. One al- 
ways thinks of Sussex, that remote 
and simple countryside of plain and 
hard-working. people when one opens 
one of her books. 

“Susan Spray” lives up to one’s 
anticipation based upon her earlier 
novels. It is easily the most success- 
ful novel that Miss Kaye-Smith has 
written since “Joanna Godden”. The 
central figure, Susan Spray, is also a 
powerful type much on the order of 
Joanna, and yet, I think this newer 
creation is much more stimulating. 

The eldest of eight in a farm 
laborer’s cottage, Susan Spray seem- 
ed destined for a life of drudgery. 
Through a vision, she was allowed to 
teach in the small religious meetings 
in the town. Slim, quiet, and reserved 
Susan for years showed little of the 
qualities that wer e to make her 
unique in her time and place. For 
Susan became a woman preacher, the 
leader for a _ time of the Colgate 
brethern, and finally the founder of 
a sect of her own.
